•onainting. of John Brydon, nianai^er 
Wellington colliery, Archie Dick, govorii- 
mont inipoctor uf mines, W. Mcdrogur, 
cortilicatod manager V. 0. Cn.'a niiiio, 
Frank Little, Wellington colliury, and 
K. G. Prior, M. P. P., an o.\porioiioed 
miner, report* as follow*: Went down tho 
main engine plane nearly as far in as No. 
3 north level, where there was supposed 
to bo twenty-five white men at work; 
found a lot of heavy liiniber knocked out 
ami soma sniall oavea. JitaL liefnro wo 
got to No. 3 lovol wo found some very 
heavy caves, and crawled over the top of 
two of them; there was just room to 
get through. Wo crawled on top of 
third cave and could not got thioiigh. 
(.)wing to afterdamp tho lamps cyiild not 
burn, nor men breathe; came back a little 
way and crawled through a small hole in 
a stopping into' the air court.

was A. Muir, foreman, and jiiat liehiiul 
him 22 whitenieu and 12 Chiiioae, all I3-- 
ing within tivo or ten ynrda of each 
ether.

The 
first man found was probably half a mile 
from the main shaft.

On reaching tho mouth 
of the shaft a white sheut is carefuUy 
placed over the mangled /form which is 
then laid on a strotoher and conveyed to 
an adjccont workshop, whoro tho name, 
ago and other particulars are ontorod in a 
register. Tho body is then taken to the 
old schoolhouso where it ia stripped, wash- 
ed and ])roperly laid out, when it ia ready 
to bo claimed by relatives.

On-AWA, Ont., May 5th. — The Chinese 
iimnigration bill has boon introduced. 
Tho provisions aro alightly different from 
those .previously announced. No duty 
will be payable on the Chinese wife of a 
British subject. Tho Chinese may paaa 
through Canada without paying duty. A 
eertillcate enabling Chinamen to return 
will be issued for ono dollar, valid for- 
three months only. An attempt to por- 
sunato a certilicato-lioldor is punishable 
with a tine of live hundred dollars, or 
twelve months' unpriBonmeut. On proof 
of loss of certificate, the holder liaving re- 
ttirnod within three months, tho per capites 
tax will be refunded. One fourth of the 
net receipts from the pur ctipita tax will 
be paid to the exchequer of British Col- 
umbia at the end of each tiscal year. 

Sir John announced that the govern- 
ment will^roniise an annual subsidy of 
$75,000 foi- the Pacific mail service, on 
condition that tho Imperial authoritiea 
give S!300,000 annually, tho proposed ler- 
vico to be tri-moiithly between British 
Columbia ami Hongkong. An aiiBwor is 
not yet received from tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment.

A Mail Named Murue Deliberately

Nbw Wkstsiin.steu, May 6, — Between 
9 and 10 a. m. to-day, J. E. Munie, who 
has been engaged for many years logging 
at Seiiiiahmoo, was uuirdered on the rail- 
way wharf in this city by a man named 
Wm. Shearer. The cause of tho trquble 
between the men ia supposed to be a long 
standing one. Shearer, who was dis- 
charging lumber from a scow, deliberately 
walked upon the wharf to . where, Minne 
was standing, and without any woids 
stabbed him repeatedly. On Mumo's at- 
tempting to get away, ho was caught by 
tho coat collar and held until the mur- 
derer accomplished his purjioso. The mur- 
derer then throw his knife into the river 
and quietly gave liimself up. Mume died 
a few . minutes, and on examination, 
eleven wounds vrova found on Ids person 
between tho neck and lower portioiu of 
tho body. 

Tho coroner's jui-y in the murder case 
brought in a verdict of wilful murder 
against the accused, Wm. Shearer. The 
murdered man is aged about 56 years, and. 
leaves a wife and family in Seuiiahmoo. 
Shearer is u tall, thick-aet man of about 
30. Tho latter blames Murne for family 
and financial troubles. It is oxpectod that 
the cose will be subuiittod to the grand 
jury to-morrow and probably come up be- 
fore the assize which is now sitting.

TEBBIBLE DEATH. 

A iietrolter Bitten by a Bat TaMer and DIM la 
a Frlehtftil Paroxysm. 



CuKjAuo, April 30. — Tho 2'ij/i<!i' Detroit 
(Mich.,) special says: Henry Y'lmnglove, 
a Detroiter, aged (iO yeara, died of hydro- 
phobia last night under jieculiarly horri- 
fying circumstances. Two months ago he 
was bitten by a lat terrier. Yesterday 
inorniug Youngldve was seized with a vio- 
lent paroxysm, accompanied by great agi- 
tation and an aveitdoii to water, with iue 
usual inability to swallow. Finnally the 
[latient, during an interval of quiet, aug- 
geated that while he could not swallow 
water he might be able to take his medi- 
cine in cold tea. Tho physicians sought 
to act upon this suggestion, when at the 
presentation of tho first apoonful of liquid 
Younglove foil into fearful paroxysms, 
tho united strength of three persons being 
re(|uired to hold him while the tea waa 
forced down his throat a few diopa at a 
time 

The common recourse in such cases ia 
chloroform. Tho physicians began the 
adminiHtration of this drug and had made 
little progress before Younglove became 
so violent as to almost defeat the best 
eil'orta of all the persons in tho hotlse to 
subdue him until tho process was com- 
pleted. About U p. m. Younglove waa 
seized with a convulsion moro furious and 
terrible tlian any .which had preceded it. 
It was iini)ossiblo to keep hira on the bed 
and ho lay on the lloor, writhing in awful 
agony, the utmost efforts of strong men 
being iiisutlicient to restrain him. 

lie yelled, barked and snapped at his 
attendants in tho attompt to bite them. 
Ho tore at' with' msnailflj andlb^t 
liimsulf about the floor with' the strength 
of a half dozen well men. When this con- 
vulsion had apeiiL its force ho sank into a 
seini-comatose condition, so remaining 
from about 10 o'clock until a minute or so 
before 10:30 o'clock. Thou ho moaned aa 
if about to pass into another paroxysm, 
gasped twice or thrice and diod. His eyea 
were fixed with a look of indcBcribable 
horror. His hands when opened ahowod 
in tho nail prints 011 their palms how 
tightly thoy muBt have been clinchod in 
tlie doatli struggle. 

An autopsy was hold to-day. The brain 
was ill a cungcaLed state. Tho top of tho 
sjiinal cord waa taken out and will be pre- 
served for microscopical examination. The

Out of a tot;il of over ii luindred 
white iiionand nearly aeveiity-live Chinese 
there havo only been six who have return- 
ed from the pit alive and those are more 
or loss injured. It is a calamity too ter- 
rible in its ellects to yet be thoroughly ru- 
alizod. That so many liunian beiuga who 
deserted GimI's sunlight to work in the 
bowels of thu earth should liave been 
doomed to death in that awful pit, leaving 
above their dear ones to mourn their ir- 
reparable lossj' is a fate that- makes 
the strongest heart aliudder. No Avords 
can adetiuatoly express tho grief and 
despair that is being experienced by all 
tho Lnhiibitauts of IS'anaimo, scarcely ono 
of whom but has been bereaved. But 
amidst all the trying scenes our cor 
respondent writes that tho conduct of the 
citizens is courageous and noble,' and no 
language could be too strong in which to 
pen their praise. Surrounded on all sides 
by the awful presence of death, tlieir 
heroic fortitude is remiirkabie, proving 
that the hour of trial has but brought out 
the gi-ander part of their nature. Eye- 
witnesses of the scenes around tho uioutii 
of the shaft describe them as liarrow- 
ing in tiie extreme, the wives, mothers 
and children uioiirning for tlieir loat dour

To run Eniroit: — This morning 1 
with much pleasure another letter 
your correspondent " M.iriner," and feel 
sure the dock managers, whoever they 
may be, will bo glad to find that there is 
s(jme ono in tlie lu-ovince who can advise 
as to tho length of . a vessel which can, 
with safety, be admitted into tho graving 
dock at Esipiiiiialt for rejiairs. "Mariner" 
should be consistent ; in his first letter ho 
states that a ship of about 42o feet over 
all can be accommodated ; this morning 
he says that a ship of 435 feet over all is 
tho largest ship that can be berthed, with 
the caisson in its ordinary working ])(jsi- 
tioii. Perliiips on some otlior ilay ho may 
add another ten feet or nioro. It ia not, 
however on this matter of a few inches 
or feet that 1 am writing, (for I feel 
sure in the ontl ne cannot but admit 
that your published particuhirs as 
to the diniunaiona of the dock, namely, 
450 feet in length with the caisson in its 
ordinary position, and 481 feet with the 
caisson on tho outside invert face, are 
correct), but what 1 want to ))oint out is 
that instead of tiying to detract from tho 
few advantagra.tms. province, oan offer . to 
tho mercantile marine service, he should, 
if possible, have erred the other way, and 
I greatly fear the very laudable object 
which ho and miuiy others hero havo, in 
having tho dock extended so as to be avail- 
able for tho longest shij) afloat, provitled 
her }>eain and draught bo not too great, 
will in no way he forwarded by niinimiziiig 
tlie capabilities of <j!ir mily dock.

DILLON AIO) THE "TIBIES." 

Lively Debate In the Ilouie of GommonB on 
tlie Question of Broaoli of Prlvllego. 

London, Mny 4.— Right Hon. W. H. 
Smith, iii'Ht liivd uf ihu trciiKury, .iti- 
nouutiud iu thu couiiuoiia this afturnoou 
that tho govoniiuoiit had ruaolved that tho 
allegation tliab thostafcoraeiit by the jPjniea 
that Dillon told a falsoliood' ivhile dony' 
ing ill the conimoiiB thnt paper's utter 
aucoa conuoiuiii^' hia alluyod roktions with 
Shoridnii, tho Invincible, wfia a breach of 
privilege and was not siiKtuinod by pre 
cedent. Continuing, Sniirh said it would 
be against the dignity of the house t 
summon the Tiiiuv to tho bur without 
proviou.sly iiuiuiring into the circiini 
stances. Tho governineut, feeling it their 
duty to endoiivor to . Bplvo ., the question 
had instructed tho attorney-general to 
prosooute tho Kmej^ *&r libefcon'.pillQji, 
who was at liborby to soiect' ^ifbti coiinBe i 
as ho saw fit, ^ 

T. P. O'Connor condomnod tho govern 
inont's proposal. Ho said ho connniH 
erated tho govoninient on their huiuilia 
tion and dogi;ading po8itif)u. Tlioir pro 
pusal was really for collusive action at law 
O'Connor here produced a copy of tiio 
Tiiiicx, containing the liiiol on DilLju, and 
flourishing it aloft he said: "1 purchased 
this copy of tho Times at one of ,tho b^ok 
stalls owned by the right honorable hrst 
lord of tho treasury. It is ho, speaking 
for tho goveruniont, >vho says no bread 
of privilege was coiainitted. (Irish choors.) 
He is, theri'fore, deeply interested as a 
party in t lie case ag;iinst the editor of tlie 
TiiHi^s. 'I'iie two men ouglit to bo in tl 
'dock togol lioi'. Tho Irish tueuibers reject 
< luH proposal as unfair, unjust and unpre 
oedenteil. The h(juse of connuons ouglit 
not to be hikeu in by a collusive uclioi 

Hero l)eliinle, conservativo nioniber for 
Middle Leicestcraliire, arose to a point of 
order, lie naid lie bad iieard Tanner, 
hunio rule member for Middle Cork, my 
conservatives were a damned lot of cad.s 
X^'?'* yoicos. "So youare.") 

Speaker Poel— The dork of the hou.se 
wiU please see tliat the words are tvken 
down 

Tanner denied that ho used tlie word 
"danmed." Ho repeated, liowever, that 
the conservatives wore a lot of cads. The 
speaker stiid iio must withdraw the ex 
pression and apologize. Tahnor said Iiu 
woukl do so. 

Sir William Veniun Ilarcourt d» 
nounced the goveriinient's proposal, 

.Sir Edward Clarke, soliciLor-geiioia 
moved an aiiieiidmeiit to tlio gdVerniiient'H 
proposal, to tho ell'ect that tlio liouse did 
not consider the Times' statomonts cuii- 
ccrning Dillon a breach of privilege. Sir 
Edward doelared that there was no record 
uf jiarliainenL iiaviiig coiiiiiiitted to cus- 
tody for breacii of privilege sucli as this. 

Sir Charles llus.sell, liberal, contended 
that Dillon's conduct in tlie house liad 
been attikcked. Tliat fact constituted a 
breach of .privilege, and it .was tho duty 
of the house, primarily incumbont upon 
tho govorniiieiit leader of the house 
(Smith) to take action to jjroteot the honor 
of ita members. Tlie course projiosed by 
the government's motion was an evasion 
of tliis duty. The (piestion was not so 
mucii whetiier a ooiiimitteo should be ap- 
pointed as whelhor the kouse intended to 
pass by an impiitJition against Dillon and 
say boforo tlie world that, flagrant as the 
oll'ense wa.'i, it wius not of such a character 
as constituted a liivacli of privilege. 

Lord Uaiidolpli Cliurcliill adinittoil Hint 
the ease pre.'ionled a iirinia /aria breach of 

• privilege, but he thoiigiit the house was 
not refusing judicial inquiry. Tlie only 
diftereiico was as to tho form of iiii|uiry tio 
bo .•id(jj)tecl. lie regarded .i resort to or- 
dinary tribi'.uial.i of law a.s one that would 
afford a far better remedy tliaii could bo 

- obtained from. action liy tho hmise. Ho 
deprecated the attack made by (J'Coiiiior 
on tlio government leader in tlie liouao. 
No one outside of ( )'Coiiiior's own eirolo 
could be expected to Hyin)ia( liize with liiiii 
in Hueli an assault. It was utierl^- un- 
juatiliable fiuni the very language used. 
Smith could well alfurd to ignore the as- 
sault . (Cheers.,) If the govenunont 
leader in tho house was charged with not 
taking jiriinary aerioii in bcduilf of tho 
liouae lor biT.irli nf ],i ivilc:;c eumniitted 
agaiiisl une (if ilH ineniber.i, hi; could re-

• protect lii.s friends, he having taken the 
load outside the.liouae in tho agit^ttion for 
the ropoal of tho union. (Clieors.)

Lord Hanilnliih n'sponded, "It is ti-ue, 
however." lie then proceeded to argue

Oii'AWA, (Out.), May 5.^ — Mulock has 
introduced a bill in parliament embody- 
ing some of the provisions of tho United 
Stiites inter-sb'ito commerce bill. The 
most important provisious relate to dis- 
crimination in rates and provide that no 
railroad company shall oliarge for carry- 
ing freight a short distance a greater rate 
than for carrying the same class of goods 
a longer distance, in which tho shorter is 
included; that is, that local freight from 
stjition to station along tlie linos shall not 
have to pay more in jiroportioii on account, 
of tlieir lioing 110 compet-ition than shall 
ho charged fi r through freight between 
points sorvod by more than oiio road and 
whore there is competition. The bill 
further provides that unused passenger 
tickets may be redeemed at any station 
olhco of the conqiaiiy between and iuchul- 
ing points covered by t-he ticket, and also 
provides a iieiiidty recoverable in case of 
a refusal by any railroad com]iaiiy to so 
rodeoni any ticket. It is claimed that 
tho formalities connected with tho ro- 
doiiiptioii of unused tickets have boon 
such that a great number of tnivelers 
could, nut spare the time or get an oppor- 
tunity 'to carry out tlie iirocoBS. •
